Sharif teaches a remote contn.il for enterittg text and tlata to a television., B> 
contrast, ciaini 1 recites an elcetronic tablet iiaving a sereen to receive "handwriiteu" 
ratiemouic symbols. The keys ott the remote control in Sharif are "predelined" and 
labeled on the keypad. The keys are not "handwritten'' as recited in claim 1 . Also, a user 
presses buttons on a keypad of Sharif to enter text or data. The user does not handwrite 
anything. Further, claitn 1 recites that the handwritten mnemonic symhtils art hints for 
Internet addresses. By contrast, tbe buttons in Sharif are not hints for internet addresses, 
instead, the buttons are "^redellned" slKsrteiits, such as "www" or ".com" (see Sharif at 
paragraph |<.)047j). Shortcuts f "wwvv"' or ".conf \) described in Sharif are not Internet 
addresses, fhe term.s "www" or ".com" do not provide an (nternet address, fhe term 
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''www" is merely an indicaiion for llie world wide web. bin not an hneraet address lo the 
w-oiid wide web. 

For at least ihese reasons, dmvt I asui its dependent claims ure aliowabii.' over 
Clary in view of cleHond and Sharif,

wherein subsequenth accessing one of the predefined regions 
with said styiiis triggers a shirt, on a display separate irom the 
tablet, to one of said Internet data addresses associated with a 
handwritten mnemonic .symbol in die one of the prede lined 
regions.

aurecs with this admission. 1 he ( HTkc Aetiun, howvxcr. attempts to emv this deticienc} 
with colunm 2. lines 4.'^-^5 in dcHond, Applicant rcspceilnilx disagrees.

B> contract, an email add i ess is the actual email address. In other words, nowhere does 
I'iar^ suggest that uscfs would enter a mnemonic .-^smbol ti>r the email addiess instead ol 
the actual email addtcs.^. I urthermore. claim 3 recite.^ that the mnemonic s>nibo! js a hint

"i'he Office Action appear to admit that C'iary does not teach variations these 
recitations, Appiicant agrees with ihi,s admission. "Hie Oilice Action, iiowever, attempts 
to cure this deficiency with colonm 2, lines 4,5-65 in deliond. Applicant respectftilly 
disagrees. 

Column 2. lines 45-65 in dcMond states that lusers can click on 'Ivyperi inked terms 
or graphics on a \s eb page" and be taken to the web page. Nowhere does dei lond di.sc!o,se 
or even suggest thai these hyperHnks or graphics are '■handwritten mnemonic symbtils." 

For at least these reasons, eiaim 5 and its dependent claims are aliovs'able over 
Clary in view oi'del iond and Shari f. 

As another example, claini ,5 recites a writing labiet ha^'ing a handwritten 
mnemonic syntboi. The symbo! is a user recognizable him for an internet site. The OHice 
Action argues that this recitation is shown in C!ai7 at Fig. ,> (shown by the email region), 
Applicarvt respectiuliy disagrees. 

Fig. 3 in Clary depicts an email region for receiving handwritten email addresses. 
A handwritten eiruiil address. howe\ er. is not a mnemonic symbol for an email, address. 
Bv eontra^st. an email address is the uctnal email address. In other words, nowhere does 
Clary suggest tiiat users would enter a mnemonic ssnibol for the email address instead of 
the actual email address, l-urthermore, claim .5 recites that the mnemonic symbol is a user 
recognizable hint for (he internet address. Nowhere does Clary suggest that users would 
enter "hints" for an. internet address instead of the actual internet address. 

As noted above with regard to claim 1 . .Applicant respectfully asks the I'xaminer 
to interpret the words in eiaim 5 in accordance with their plain meaning. 

For at least these reasons, claim 5 and its dependent claims are allowable over
